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1. A compound which is an olanzapine pamoate 
salt or a solvates thereof, 

2 . A compound as claimed in Claim 1 wherein the 
pamoate salt is olanzapine pamoate dimethanolate having a 
typical x-ray powder diffraction pattern as represented by 
the following interplanar spacing: 
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3. A compound as claimed in Claim 1 wherein the 
pamoate salt is olanzapine pamoate monohydrate having a 
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typical x-ray powder diffraction pattern as represented by 
the following interplanar spacing: 
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4 . A compound as claimed in Claim 1 wherein the 
pamoate salt is bis (olanzapine) pamoate acetone solvate 
having a typical- x-ray powder diffraction pattern as 
represented by the following interplanar spacing: 
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5. A compound as claimed in Claim 1 wherein the 
pamoate salt is bis (olanzapine) pamoate monohydrate solvate 
having a typical x-ray powder diffraction pattern as 
represented by the following interplanar spacing: 
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6. A compound as claimed in Claim 1 wherein the 
pamoate salt is olanzapine pamoate THF solvate having a 
typical x-ray powder diffraction pattern as represented by 
the following interplanar spacing: 
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7. A method of treating an animal, including a 
human suffering from or susceptible to psychosis, acute 
mania or mild anxiety states which comprises administering 
pharmaceutically effective amount of a compound of Claim 1, 
2 , 3 , 4 , 5 or 6 •
